CEASE. 

The incoming council will probublj taku 
oarly stops to end the moropoly mnv 
■ enjoyed by thu Victoria Gaa Go. Exactly 
what those atupa iimy bo cannot now bo 
indicated; but tho most sonsible and popu- 
lar plan that auggoats itaolf is for tho city 
to make an oQ'or to tako ovor tho plant at 
a valuation and, failing that, tu uatabliah 
gaawurks of its own for tho supply of tho 
illuminator at i. ; -.niro a shado abovo cnat 
price, which woi, . i bo about §1.75 i)er 
thouaaaud. Tlui profitB of tho gaa com- 
pany aru boliovoil to bo about 100 per 
(jont. on tho amount of buainoaa dono. If 
the rc>-'onuo of tho gaa worka is §100,000 
a year (and it may bo much more) tho 
pcofita aro about ^0,000. Just think of 
what a mine of wealth a few men — some 
of thum ftbauntoea — aro working ovory 
hour of tho 24 and ovory day i)f tlio yoar 
at thu o.v[)uriso of tho Victoria public wlio 
aro cliargod a highor rate for gaa than 
any otlior pooplu on tho faco of tho globe. 
At Sun l^'rancisco tho rato is §2.26 pur 
thousand, which pays a profit of 8 por 
cent. There the coal from which tho was 
ia niado is freighted 780 miles and a duty 
of six bits a ton ia inipoued liy tho goverii- 
niont. Iloro tho coal ia c:unvoyod only 
70 niilo.-i and no duty at all ia paid. Thu 
rato at Victoria ahould bo 50 cunta pur 
thousand loss than at iSan Francisco, yet 
it is 81.50 mors. Every storekooper and 
householdor has an inturost in protesting 
against tho perpetration of tlr's iniqui- 
tous charyo and an agitation ahould bo 
begun and never allowed to subside until 
the rato has boon lowered to at least §2.50. 
Tho obargofl imposed for tho use of motors 
aro also out of all proportion to thoircoat. 
A consumer who ia charged 50 cents a 
month for the ront of a meter will have 
paid the company in ono year thu coat of 
tho meter. l!uL duos tho charge atop 
thorol No, indued. Like Tennyson's 
"brook" it "goes on forever," as conauiners 
know to thuir sorrow. Ilaa anyone ever 
rualizud that tho city has a right to ta.x 
the gas oompany for tho use of the streets 
through which tho mains run? A very 
liandsomo addition to tho roveniiu migiii 
bo realized from that source; and as no 
consideration haa over been shown tho 
public; by the company we are in favor of 
doaling thu same trcatmont out to thum. 
On all sidu.s it is agreed that the 
tax.oa light must cither be lowered or 
cease altoguthor by the ostablishmont of 
munieipal gaa works or tho purchaao of 
the prosonl auticiulaiuii j)lant by tho city.

1 fully agroo with you as to nece.'>aity of 
having a (jropcr system of drainage, v. hich 
Clin only be dono by sewera; but it will 
taku many years to accinnplish, :iih1 wlum 
it is all coniplutod no diuibt the health nf 
tho city will bo greatly improved; but the 
chief cause of tho present unhonlthinuaa 
would not bo removed. Now what is the 
direct caiiau of this unhealthy state of tin- 
city? It is a noted fact that tho aini.ia- 
phere nf this place ia of a lu.ist luialth- 
giviiig iiatiiro, and in dry w.-atber tho 
health of tho place is better than tho best 
drained city un the continent. Rain 
cleans out the gutturs, (tho {)re3ent dis - 
graceful drainage system of the city) 
which siiould purify the city, but the p:isl 
long wot se.aaon has brought aickneaa with 
it, therefore wo must [jresiunu that thero 
is some other causo lhaii tho want of suw- 
ora for this ill-health. I think it is easily 
oxplainod. A large proportion of the 
dwolliiiga arc bnilt over the alluvial soil, 
tho anaoo under tliein being tightly boxed 
in with tongue and grooved boards, with- 
out any pruviaiou fur ventilation. The 
alluvial anil is a vegetable imttter, which 
is continually throwing oil' gas; when it ia 
boxod in deconipoaition goes on more 
rapidly and fungus forms on top, the soil 
being of a spongy nature it absorba thu 
rain in wot weatiier and then throws olf 
gas more (piickly still. This g.aa ascends 
and tinds its way through the iluoring and 
under tho skirting boarda into tlo! bed- 
room. The strongu.'it man nuist soon sue- 
comb undur tho oll'oct of such gas wiu^i 
inhaled during sleep. If the alluvial «oil 
is removed from under the house and the 
tight box romniiis there, decay will ^tiU 
go on: but not au rapidly and tlic gas will 
not be of so deadly a nature. Tho remedy 
is tu put in ventilators on the ftmr sides 
of tho house as near tho floorini.' as poa- 
sible. 

In concluainn, I am Hur|iriscd tu lind 
tho city fathers deem it iiecessr.r.y to neck 
the advice uf an engineer in Kisglaud re- 
specting the aewera. Are there not fiuiue 
enginoors in the city who are competent 
to undertake the work ( I know of two 
who have served their time and pasisod 
oxaininationa: Mr. George Koefor, l!

His brother, .Mr. SiL;isiiiuiiil Iji'W enbi'VL,', 
and Mr. Jacobi. an nlil and trieil frii iid, 
united with Jlis. llowiinl, tho honHckcM'iier, 
iu an inetl'eetiial etl'ort to save the victim, 
lloniedies wore applied jind niesseiij,'erK wen^ 
dispatched for medical aid ; but wilhin ten 
minutes of his seizure Mr. Jjowouberg died. 
Tho deceased gontleniau was born in Pots- 
dam, PruHSia, nearly C(! years ago. Early 
in life ho entered one of the most im- 
portant o< tho groat Hamburg nicr- 
caiitilo houses where ho acquired that 
intimate knowledge of business for which 
he was afterwards diatiiit.nii.'ihed in all hia 
dealings. Ho then traveled iu A.sia, and 
ungafiud in busines.s in Singapore, where 
he remained till tho discovery of gold in 
California in 1848. In company with two 
or three other merchants he leaded a .ship 
witli reatly-mado Chinese houae.s, tho 
diiTeront parts of which wore luimboreil 
and re(piirod only to bo put tot;ethor on 
reaciiini; San Francisco early iu ISIO. 
Th«t- town wiis then crowded with yold- 
seokora, and tho hiiuaos brought by 
Lowouborg & Co. proved iniuiunsuiy 
profitable, aa lugh as §130 rent per month 
for a aiiiRlo room being obtainod. Tho 
company afterwards became known as the 
Lady Adama Go., and acquired wealth 
aud fume. ?.ir. Loweiibert; soon became 
a leadin<; oporator in California real es- 
tate circles, n position which ho main- 
tained until 1858, when he came to Vic- 
toria, and at once look the lead in real 
estate matters, a position which he main - 
taiaed to tho day of his death. Tho de- 
.coased was one of tho most hospitable of 
men. His charity was unbounded, and 
naany poor families who have partaken of 
his bounty for years will ntisa him sadly. 
His personal attiicluncnts were strong, 
and hti never forgot a favor or a friend. 
His place in tho coimnunity will bo diffi- 
cult to fill. Tho funeral will fSke place 
to-morrow, at tho houso indicated in the 
advertiaeniont.

TWO ITlKDIUItIS OUDAaNED. 

IVew Powers Given Thcni by Use 
CSospcl of spiritualism. 

At tho meeting of the Pnblie ifcdiuuiB' 
.\ssoeiatiou in Laurel Uall, on O'Tiirrell 
street, San Francisco, a few days ago', some- 
thing ia a spiritualistic lino was performed. 
It was aunouneod beforehand that two me- 
diums would be ordaiued, ho that licroiiftor 
they might soleiuuizemarriiigo and henl tho 
sick. This is a now phase of spiritualinui, 
which bestows rights that the law has al- 
ways aimed to keep out of tho bands of 
people uot trained iu a school of medicine 
or brought up in theology' ot law. 

Mrs. Cora Uiohmond, a handsome lady in 
a black silk, dolivorod the onliuntiou 'ad- 
dress. Iler remnrks wore n [irotest against 
ordiniitiojjs, but she said it wna neeussiiry 
to ordiiin the young ladies who sat before 
he — one iu a black dress -with flowers at her 
ueek, the othor iu a garnet vehetauit with- 
out llowers — to enable thom to treat tho 
sick, as jiliysieiaus do, or to marry p«o]ilo, 
as a justice of tho peaeo dooa. Sho said 
there was a stupid law that roquiros this 
little formality nnd that sbo was there to 
perform the ceromouy. She said that a star 
need uot bo ordaiued to shine, nor a flower 
to bloom, nor a diamond to sparkle, but a 
man or woman who Lad the gift of honling 
or the gift of talking with the departed lind 
to bo ordained to keoj, ont of tho chitches 
of tho law. Then she talked about lioM- 
things wero done iu Egyi>t imd Groeco. 
Sho said it wa.i foolish to suppose that a 
logi.slature or a synod could ordiiin a mim 
wlioin God hud uot gifted. She said that 
theological students e.anie out of tho aemiu- 
aries aud croiild only parrot what tlicy had 
heard. She ehiiiiied llial inateail of tho 
medium:; being iiiereuary it was tho high- 
salarieil city preacher who was after tho 
coiu. In conclusion, she iuvitod the two 
mediums to prosont tliomsolves to ho or- 
dained. The young ladies stepped on the 
platform and then Jirs. liieliiuond placed 
hor well-sliupod hands U]>oii tho girls' bungs 
and iu solemn tones pronounced tbom me- 
diums aud deacons of the gospel of spirit- 
ualism.

Kven if he wa:s iillowed lo :^'o ho would 
have to obtain a peTiiiit of .sojourn 
ft'oiii Iho uuiiiieipal authoritiea of the 
town of liis L'lioiue, wliich would [iro- 
bably bo refused, and, if thia diilicul ty 
were surmounted, another permit 
would IjRVO to be obtained for carrying 
on his tradt*. His wife and cliiltlren 
may accompany him, but no other ro- 
lativcB, utid if lie die.s in his new abode 
his family an; obliged to return to thoir 
origiuial residonee. Should he liim- 
solf fjrow old or incapable of getting 
his livoiiiiood, lie liaa to do 'the 8ame, 
even tlioiigli it wa;; thirty yerra since 
lie madti tlic change. In almo,sfc nil 
parts of llihssia Jews arc forbidden to 
buy or to cultivate land, aiul there aro 
also restrictions on their entering cer- 
tain trades and professions.

Do you know that 
we very, very seldom come across a per- 
fect man — that Is, perfect in idl propor- 
tions? According to a tailor's meiusure- 
ment average man of tive fei;t eight 
inches should be thirty-six inches around 
Uic breast, thirty inches around the -aist, 
thirty-sevea inches in thu hip, thirty- 
one and a half in the sleeve, and 
thirty-two Inches inside tho leg. 
An observer can generally tell a 
man's calling by his liguro.

"A cutter's clients are his coqstnnt 
study, and his devotion to" his profos.sion 
ought naturally to teach him the peculiar 
reoiiirement.s to brx;ome each inuivklual 
body that comes under his critical ey(! and 
practiced bands. Very few men can be 
given garments absolutely stylsh on ac- 
count of tho wonderful nialproportion of 
the human frame. It is only pliitlog- 
roiihers who know thi^ variations of the 
body as well as we do. As no tuo sides 
of a face are alike, .-io no body is in exact 
projiortion. (if late years great stride.s 
have lieen mudo In the way of pcrfccl cut 
ting and ll has been reduced to a science 
so tar as the vogarios of tho human form 
v.-IIl permit. 

"Bruno men want a suit to fit like a ulovc 
all i.iver, some rcipiire easy-iirting clothes, 
and others perfect bags. Our endeavor Is 
to produce an easy, grnccful garment, as 
bointr 'he most artistic and eh'.ijaiit; and as 
much In proportion tn n man'.i |iarticnlar 
peculiarllii^s as possible. Men sliould not 
follow too closely the changes in fashion, 
but r'onsidcr what olfect is likely to he the
